The conveyance of all cases (including infectious disease) is the 
responsibility of the County Council as the Local Health Authority.

Tuberculosis - A chest clinic is held weekly at Coltman Street, Hull. 


Venereal Disease - A clinic is held daily at the Clinic, Mill Street, Hull.
